THEU.S.ANDTHE 
SYRIAN CONFLICT

BEIRUT— Prominent international aid groups 
called on the Obama administration this 
week to accept more Syrian refugees than it 
has pledged and to take a stronger role in dip- 
lomatic efforts to end the country’s devastat- 
ing civil war. 

In unusually firm remarks, senior officials 
from several humanitarian organizations 
criticized as inadequate a plan by the White 
House to allow in at least 10,000 Syrian refu- 
gees over the next fiscal year. The officials said 
the number should be at least 100,000. 

Global attention has shifted again to the 
4-year-old conflict because of the unprec- 
edented number of Syrians streaming into 
Europe. At the same time, the aid groups have 
been receiving increased donations, which 
the officials partly attributed to shock over a 
widely circulated image of a drowned Syrian 
refugee boy whose body washed up on a Turk- 
ish beach this month. 

“We’re calling on the president and Congress 
to do more,” said Carolyn Miles, president of 
Save the Children. She said the United States 
should admit “tens of thousands” of Syrians. 

Paul O’Brien, Oxfam America’s vice presi- 
dent for policy and campaigns, said the White 
House refugee proposal does not come “close 
to what the U.S. should be committing to.” 

“This 10,000 is basically the number we 
could do in our sleep,” he said. 

He compared that figure to the response 
from some European countries that have tak- 
en in far more Syrians. For instance, Germany 
a country of more than 80 million people, has 
indicated it could admit 800,000 refugees, 
many of them from Syria. 

The officials— from aid groups including 
Mercy Corps, Care USA and the Syrian Com- 
munity Network— made the remarks during a 
conference call with journalists.

‘Sleeping with Other People’ revives the romantic comedy 



“It’s ‘When Harry 
Met Sally’ for ass- 
holes,” says “Sleeping 
with Other People” 
writer/director Leslye 
Headland during a 
Q&A after the film’s 
Sundance premiere. 
This is partially 
accurate. And the 
comparison is man- 
datory as Jake (Jason 
Sudeikis) and Lainey 
(Alison Brie) develop 
a sexless friendship even though it’s very 
clear, to us and to them, that their feelings 
for each other are hardly platonic. 

But Headland’s follow-up to the vastly 
underrated “Bachelorette” isn’t a romantic 
comedy retread. It’s the best of its kind since 
“Friends with Benefits,” funny and sexy and 
only conventional in the sense that it takes 
a formula and gives it energy and relevance 
again. Jake and Lainey lost their virginity to 
each other in college, but more than a decade 
later they’ve become regular cheaters. Says 


Jake, it’s not that he doesn’t want to commit, 
it’s that he doesn’t want to commit to any of 
the women he’s with, and it’s easier to say he 
slept with their sister than to actually do the 
mature thing and break up peacefully Even if 
Headland can’t quite convince that Jake and 
Lainey think it’s better off for them to be just 
friends, the movie is so sharply written and 
flawlessly cast— these are the exact sort of 
starring roles Sudeikis and Brie should be get- 
ting; a late scene, presented in a single shot, 
is intimate and unforgettable— that I both 
laughed my ass off and got choked up. 

Scenes like Jake teaching Lainey about 
masturbation don’t feel like raunchy bits 
designed for startled giggles but like amusing, 
character-driven examples of temptation 
peeking out. And unlike most comedies, 
“Sleeping” doesn’t stop being funny in its fi- 
nal act, at times feeling like an edgy modern- 
ized update of old-fashioned banter. It thinks 
about characters of both genders and allows 
for complicated feelings about sex. It also 
features a hysterical, odd supporting turn 
from Adam Scott. 

This isn’t the first movie to show the value 


of friendship as a foundation for relation- 
ships. But “Sleeping with Other People” finds 
a fresh, hugely entertaining way to look at a 
number of imperfect, sexual, potentially com- 


patible people and consider what they could 
and should do to, with and for each other.

*Pawn Sacrifice’ doesn’t 
understand itseif 


Pretend a movie 
features a basket- 
ball game played in 
the dark, and you 
only can tell what’s 
happening from the 
intensity of the music 
and the reaction of 
the people watch- 
ing, who have night-vision goggles you didn’t 
receive when entering the theater. 

That’s how it feels to endure the true 
story-based “Pawn Sacrifice,” which includes 
many broadcasters labeling its matches as 
the chess version of the Super Bowl or “a 
15-round prizefight” but no sense of what 
the players are doing and why It’s credible, 

I guess, that chess mania apparently took 
over the Cold War-era U.S. when Chicago- 
born, Brooklyn-raised Bobby Fischer (Tobey 
Maguire) rose to prominence, fiercely striv- 
ing to defeat the Soviet Union and prove the 
superiority of himself and his country “We 
lost China, we’re losing Vietnam; we have to 
win this one,” says Bobby’s lawyer (Michael 
Stuhlbarg) of Bobby’s battle with Russian 
champ Boris Spassky (Liev Schreiber), whose 
name will be familiar to anyone who saw the 
“Saved by the Bell” episode about Screech 
becoming a chess stud (and Zack’s resulting, 
inevitable harebrained scheme). 

But Chicago-native director Edward 
Zwick (“Love & Other Drugs”) and in- 
consistent writer Steven Knight (“Locke,” 
“Redemption”), who thinly claim that 


chess’s endless combinations lead players 
to madness, do nothing to show the politi- 
cal situation at the time, only talking about 
Fischer’s importance as if it’s a given that a 
chess victory would alleviate all other woes 
of the nation. (They also don’t show much of 
the games, including the impact on Bobby, 
who hates to end in a draw, when a game 
concludes that way) Meanwhile, “Pawn 
Sacrifice” settles into a repetitive depiction 
of Bobby’s paranoia and ego, fearing that 
someone’s bugging his phones and demand- 
ing money and limos like he’s an unappreci- 
ated NBA player. 

He’s supposed to be an enigmatic jerk. But 
Maguire, whose New Yawk accent comes and 
goes and who lets screaming and the flashing 
of his eyes count as layered character work, 
leaves out the “enigmatic” part of this blurry 
savant who enjoys walking on the beach in 
suits and seems to ignore common courtesy 
and groupies in pursuit of greatness. Give up 
any hope of seeing a thoughtful examination 
of a self-loathing anti-hero who was both 
Jewish and anti-Semitic, part Russian and 
intolerant of non- Americans. 

You will see, however, remarkably cliche 
interactions between Bobby and a hooker 
who’s happy to take his virginity (how old 
is Bobby supposed to be here exactly?) and 
a one-dimensional refusal to explore the 
supposedly daring strategy of the game being 
played or the mental illness of this player. No 
reason to tell a story if you’re going to tell it 
like this.

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*Black Mass’ should leave 
Boston to Damon and Affleck 
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“Black Mass” sounds 
like something you 
see a specialist about, 
or maybe the evil 
force in a scary movie 
(“Professor, the black 
mass has escaped and 
already spread across 
the Eastern seaboard.”). It’s a questionable 
title— which awkwardly reminds me of an 
abbreviation for Massachusetts and has his- 
torical implications that don’t really seem to 
apply— for a Boston-set crime drama that, in 
fact, is sort of a horror movie: Bodies pile up, 
and a killer roams free because the FBI takes 
a long time to recognize a conflict of interest. 

That may sound juicy but it’s not. As 
legendary South Boston criminal James 
“Whitey” Bulger, Johnny Depp rarely pos- 
sesses the aura of someone with his real-life 
character’s power. Maybe after constantly go- 
ing over the top lately, Depp (who was better 
as John Dillinger in 2009’s “Public Enemies” 


and was great in 2011’s “The Rum Diary,” 
which no one saw) felt like underplaying for 
a change. But his Bulger is neither magnetic 
nor scary outside of a dinner-table scene that 
was in the trailer and an exchange in which 
he answers someone who asks if he’s threat- 
ening him with, “The last thing I would do 
if I was planning to harm you is warn you in 
advance.” The cracks in his face make it look 
like snake scales, and his tightly slicked-back 
hair appears to be running away, but the 
menace that should linger instead vanishes, 
only to return in forced bursts. 

It also doesn’t help that director Scott 
Cooper’s (“Out of the Furnace”) film, primar- 
ily set between 1975-1985, heavily recalls a 
toned-down version of “The Departed.” That 
film actually took inspiration from Bulger 
(who was going to be a subject of a movie 
by Matt Damon and Ben Affleck, but that 
project’s off) and FBI agent John Connolly 
(Joel Edgerton), who sets up an alliance with 
his old pal to take down a criminal opera- 


tion he says is worse (but really just doesn’t 
like because they’re Italian). Where “The 
Departed” squeezed, “Black Mass” releases; 
the countless bad guys turning government 
witness don’t establish the emotional stakes 
of betrayal, and the movie largely stays away 
from organized crime’s impact on the city 
and its people, who you’d think would be ter- 
rified by aU these slayings.

‘Everest’ is a iot scarier 
than ‘Biack Mass’ 


On some level 
(and definitely not 
every level), climb- 
ing Mount Everest at 
what seasoned climb- 
er Rob Hall (Jason 
Clarke) describes as 
“the cruising altitude 
of a 747” is like the 
opposite of R. Kelly’s “Bump n’ Grind”: Your 
mind’s telling you yes, but your body’s telling 
you no. You can be an expert and still lose a 
toe, or much worse. “The last word always 
belongs to the mountain,” says one guide, 
which on solid ground sounds like goofy 
mysticism but has poetry when clouds are 
nearby and the terrain is dotted with people 
who didn’t survive. 

Based on the true story chronicled in Jon 
Krakauer’s “Into Thin Air” — the author was 
part of this climb and, spoiler alert, made it 
back alive— “Everest,” which I saw in IMAX 
3-D, at a glance may seem like a big-budget 
disaster movie turning real-life tragedy into 
something like entertainment. (Not that 
anyone’s ever done that with the Titanic or 
anything.) Yet let’s not take for granted that 
director Baltasar Kormakur (“2 Guns”) didn’t 
cast, say Yin Diesel and Dwayne Johnson, 
who look nothing like the people who 
experienced this saga but that hasn’t stopped 
Hollywood before. Clarke, Jake Gyllenhaal, 
Josh Brolin, John Hawkes, Emily Watson, 
Keira Knightley Robin Wright: That sounds 


like the cast of a serious movie, not an action 
flick maneuvering along what sometimes 
looks like a frozen stegosaurus back, ignoring 
my virtually non-existent knowledge of dino- 
saurs beyond the “Jurassic Park” franchise. 

And “Everest,” fortunately has the urgency 
of survival and, sometimes, the credibility of 
documentary The year is 1996, good news for 
people who prefer movies featuring songs by 
Sheryl Crow and Montell Jordan. Halt leads 
one of many commercial operations helping 
non-pros up the Himalayan mammoth— a 
quick thank you to the filmmakers for not 
including Bob Seger’s “Katmandu” when 
people arrive in Nepal, or having anyone say 
“You’re not dying on my watch!”— for the 
low price of $65,000 each. Inevitably things 
go awry (a massive understatement), and icy 
nose hair is the least of anyone’s problems. 

The script from an Oscar nominee for 
“Gladiator” and a winner for “Slumdog 
Millionaire” plays some emotional beats too 
pushily as the music intrudes as well. Late 
in the movie the performances get uneven, 
certain actors able to handle what look like 
hideous conditions better than others. But 
Clarke is fantastic as a hero, not a superhero, 
and a sense of both excitement and intimacy 
makes it impossible not to feel legitimate 
concern for these people. Not, “They 
shouldn’t have risked their lives.” Actual hope 
and fear for the mission in a human way One 
minute, a guy’s pushing himself, fighting, 
struggling. The next, he’s just ... gone.

‘Cooties’: Your next midnight movie 


Essentially “Recess of 
the Dead,” “Cooties” 
involves a virus that 
spreads among a group 
of schoolchildren like 
lice, resulting not in 
itchy scalps but in 
powerful, flesh-tearing 
mini-zombies who rip 
off faces and band together to eat the teachers. 

One of the summer school educators is 
Clint (Elijah Wood), who’d rather be working 
on his evil boat-focused novel “Keel Them All” 
but delights in seeing that his old friend Lucy 
(Alison Pill) also works at their alma mater of 
Eort Chicken Elementary in suburban Chi- 
cago. He’s less happy to see that she’s dating 
the gym teacher (Rainn Wilson, who went to 
suburban Newlfier High School), a jerk who 
says things like, “Pleasure to meet you and 
meat to pleasure you.” 

As a strange teacher who reads a book called 
“How to have a normal conversation” in the 
faculty lounge, co-writer Leigh Whannell 
(“Saty ” “Insidious”) gives himself many of the 
best lines. “Oh, look: carnage,” he says after 
looking out the window and seeing that the 
children on the blacktop have become hungry 


in ways no kid should ever be. Erom there, the 
adults and a few lucky students uninfected by 
the shared ills of a tainted chicken nugget hun- 
ker down and kick some bloodthirsty juvenile 
ass, which might be unpleasant to watch if 
first-time directors Jonathan Milott and Cary 
Murnion didn’t keep the tone playfully absurd. 
A movie that turns pre-pubescent youngsters 
into rabid maniacs shouldn’t take itself too 
seriously (this certainly isn’t a discussion of 
adults’ fear of what children are capable of), 
and “Cooties” doesn’t. It’s pretty funny 
It’s also low on surprises, eventually wheez- 
ing a little as it works to reach the end of 
just 84 minutes. Why the janitor had to be 
a stereotypical Japanese man with extensive 
martial arts abilities, I don’t know But Wood’s 
quiet timidity makes him a winning anti-hero 
(has it really been 22 years since “The Good 
Son”?!), and the supporting cast has fun with 
well-written, ridiculous characters. Eaced with 
death, Rebekkah (Nasim Pedrad) wishes she 
had gotten the chance to fire an Uzi. Tracy 
(Jack McBrayer), in a line that has McBrayer’s 
name written all over it, says he just wanted a 
bunny

End. End. Please 
end.

That’s a glimpse into my brain during “The 
Scorch Trials,” the second installment of the 
“Maze Runner” franchise and a sequel that 
takes the original’s extraordinarily average 
place in the massive stack of YA adapta- 
tions and knocks it down lo pegs. This is 
an exhausting, terribly written, badly acted 
irritation, with the exception of star Dylan 
O’Brien, who I hope will move on to better 
things that don’t make you want to crawl 
underneath your seat. 

Having escaped the maze in “The Maze 
Runner,” now Thomas (O’Brien), Teresa 
(Kaya Scodelario, still bland despite having 
few lines for such a major character) and a 
bunch of forgettable dudes are housed in a 


place where the older people in charge (the 
leader is played by the 67th person you call 
after Gary Oldman says he’s not available) 
say they’re safe and constantly call them “you 
kids.” But a new pal (Jacob Lofland) helps 
them understand the difference between be- 
ing residents and prisoners (and that they’re 
sort of in “The Matrix”), so they bust out 
into the “scorch,” which is mostly a small, un- 
eventful desert that doesn’t deserve a snazzy 
nickname. 

What once had some humor and energy 
now dies in a revolving door of running and 
explanation and questions like, “They’re 
never gonna stop looking for us, are they?” 

If you struggle to resist screaming “Shut up!” 
at the screen, that makes two of us. There’s 
no inquiry into any moral gray area in this 
dystopian society; where all of the “Hunger 
Games” movies and “Insurgent” found a way 
to blend action and the ideas that drive the 
sequences, “The Scorch Trials” attempts to 
see if its chases or its speeches can be more 
monotonous.

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Museum devoted to food pops up in the Loop

Kyle Joseph is using “pop-up exhibit” to de- 
scribe the first brick-and-mortar incarnation 
of Foodseum Chicago, a concept that he 
hopes will eventually become a full-fledged 
temple to the stuff that sustains us. 

But watching the museum’s hot dog exhibit 
come together in the Loop this week in ad- 
vance of a Saturday opening, it was clear that 
the thing did not exactly pop up. 

Walls were installed in the second-floor 
space at Block 37 that Foodseum will occupy 
for three months. The floor was painted. And 
in the final days before curtain, the trappings 
of a museum went in: laser-etched signs on ply- 
wood on one wall; museum branding on vinyl 
on another; artifacts brought in, including a 
19th-century butcher block and cleaver from 
Vienna Beef that looked ready for the revival 
of beheadings. 

But before all of that came the Kickstarter 
campaign that raised $33,000, the cultivation 
of board members including Doug Sohn of 
Hot Doug’s and the careful development of 


a business plan that treats the museum like a 
not-for-profit version of the tech startups Jo- 
seph used to be part of 

So the pop-up museum is not nearly as sud- 
den as, say a pop-up ad. But it is much more 


likable. 

“This has been almost all done by volun- 
teers, and a lot of them,” Joseph said. “It’s like 
crowd-building a museum.”

World” is the title of this first, 2,500 -square- 
foot exhibit. Although it was too early Tuesday 
to get a full sense of it— a table from Ikea was 
laid out in not-yet-assembled pieces, and only 
a few wall signs were up— it looks as if Joseph 
is putting together a quality project. 

The 3-D visualization shows an exhibit with 
sections on world sausage history Chicago 
hot dog history the industrialization of grind- 
ing meat and stuffing it into casings and even 
some sniffables: spices used to season favorite 
sausages worldwide, from linguica of Portugal 
to the saveloy of Australia. 

“We really do try to use all of the senses,” 
the founder said. “We want this to be a taste 
of what’s to come. We want this to be a perma- 
nent museum for Chicago.”
